Democratic landslide eyed

A 
Democratic landslide appeared im­ 
minent today on the eve of Ute first 
election to feel the full brunt of 
Watergate and a staggering economy. 
The final pre-election survey by The 
Associated Press shows Democrats 
have a shot at two-thirds control of both 
houses of Congress and a record 
number of governorships. 
Confident 
Democratic 
leaders 
predicted Sunday their party would 
carry a virtual sweep of Tuesday’s 
elections, while Republicans talked 
about holding down their losses. 


The balloting for 35 governorships, 34 
Senate seats and all 435 House posts 
will be the .first since Richard M. Nixon 
resigned as president and was par­ 
doned by his chosen successor, Gerald 
R. Ford. 
The election also comes amid 
mounting inflation and unemployment 
and national debate over what to do 
about both. Ford has campaigned for 
GOP candidates saying he needs a 
Congress he can work with to cure the 
economy, while Democrats have called 
for the congressional strength to put 
through their own solutions. 


Ironically, 
the 
anticipated 
Democratic romp comes just two years 
after 
Nixon 
had 
won 
for 
the 
Republicans one of history’s two 
biggest presidential landslides. But it 
was 
rem iniscent 
of 
1966 
when 
Republicans turned the same trick 
after their presidential disaster in the 
Barry Coldwater campaign of 1964 
Although Republicans contended that 
their embattled candidates were 
closing gaps across the country, the 
latest available information showed 
Democrats still ahead in most of the 
key races. 
Election tempo hits 
high point in county

The tempo of the 1974 general elec­ 
tion campaign has reached a fever 
pitch in 
Fayette County and will 
culminate Tuesday night when the 
votes are counted in the Fayette County 
Board of Elections office. 
The hotly-contested 
gubernatorial 
election and keen interest in a race for 
a 
seat 
in 
the 
Ohio 
House 
of 
Representatives from the 77th District 
between Laurence A. (Bucky) Dum- 
ford, of Washington C.H., and Bob 
McEwen, of Hillsboro, plus several 
local tax issues are expected to bring 
out a heavy turnout of Fayette County 
voters to cast ballots at the polls, 
depending upon weather conditions. 
THE PO LLIN G places in the 44 
county precincts were rather lifeless as 
a mere 3,273 voters turned out for the 
May primary election. A total of 5,768 
voters cast ballots in the last general 
election and this year’s burnout is 
expected to top that figure. 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown has 
predicted about 3,650,000 voters will go 
to the polls. That figure represents 
about 73 per cent of the 4,975,900 per­ 
sons estimated to be eligible to vote and 
would be a record turnout for a 
gubernatorial election in Ohio. 
Ohio voters will have an extra hour to 
get to the polls on election day. The 
legislature recently added the extra 
hour so the polls will be open from 6:30 
a.m. until 7:30 p.m. 
Ohio voters will choose Tuesday 
between Republican James A. Rhodes, 
65, who ran state government eight 
years from 1963 to 1971, and his suc­ 
cessor 
John 
J. 
Gilligan, 
53, 
the 
Democrat incumbent. 
Despite the advantages of in­ 
cumbency 
for 
Gilligan 
and 
the 
disadvantages of most Republicans in 
the first election following the full 
Watergate scandal disclosures, most 
election observers agree the governor’s 
race is a down-to-the-wire situation. 
Both candidates, of course, predict 
victories. 
Of major interest to most Fayette 
Countians will be the race between 
Dumford, a Democrat and former 
three-term county commissioner, and 
McEwen, a 24-year-old Republican 
from Hillsboro. 
Only voters in Washington C.H., and 
Concord, Green, Jasper, Jefferson and 
Union townships will cast ballots in the 
race between Dumford and McEwen. 
The 77th District also includes all of 
Madison County, six townships plus 
Wilmington in Clinton County, seven 
townships plus Greenfield, Leesburg 
and Hillsboro in Highland County and 
seven townships plus Jamestown in 
Greene County. 
COMMANDING additional interest 
will be five local tax issues. 
Washington C.H. City Council has 
offered voters a reduction of 4.3-mills in 
property taxes in exchange for ap­ 
proval of a 1.25 per cent income tax. 
The Miami Trace School District is 
seeking approval of a $2.25 million bond 
issue to construct a new junior high 
school and passage of a three-mill 
additional operating levy. An issue 
facing all voters in Fayette County will 
be an increase of .65-mill for operation 
of the mental retardation program. 
Voters in Perry Township will decide 
a liquor question and residents of 


Jefferson Township will be asked to 
renew a one-mill fire protection tax 
levy. 
All voters in the state will be asked to 
repeal a section of the state constitution 
and add two new articles. The proposed 
amendments would permit the state to 
help finance business expansions and 
installation 
of 
pollution-control 
facilities; permit real estate tax 
reductions for permanently disabled 
property owners, and eliminate from 
the constitution a provision for the 


appointment 
of a 
public 
works 
superintendent. 
The only contested race in the county 
is for a seat on the Fayette County 
Board of Commissioners. Incumbent 
Robert J. Mace, a Democrat is seeking 
an unprecedented fourth term. He is 
challenged by Republican J.W . (Boots) 
Sears.

The AP survey, based on reports 
from bureaus in all 50 states, late polls 
and 
interviews 
with 
political 
strategists for the major parties and 
candidates gives this picture: 
Senate — The Democrats likely to 
gain from 5 to 7 of the 14 GOP seats at 
stake and with a good chance to hold all 
20 of their own. This could mean 63 to 65 
Democrats in the new Senate, com­ 
pared to the 58-42 margin they already 
hold. 
House — The Democratic gain could 
be as high as 50 seats and probably no 
less than 30 if present trends hold. They 
now hold a 248-187 edge and could 
approach the massive 295-140 majority 
they achieved in Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
1964 landslide. 
Governors — The Democrats hold the 
record for most governorships in the 
hands of one party — 39 in 1939. Already 
holding 32 of the 50 statehouses, they 
now appear likely to gain from 7 to as 
many as IO. 
The party out of the White House 
normally gains in offyear elections — 
an average 4 senators and 26 House 
members in the last five. 
“ Our mission is to keep it under the 
average losses,’’ Rep. Robert Michel, 
R ill., 
chairman 
of 
the 
House 
Republican Campaign Committee, said 
on ABC’s “ Issues and Answers’’ show 
Sunday. 
“ Frankly, I would like to keep it in 
the range of 20 to 25’’ House seats, 
Michel said, the number of GOP 
congressmen he concedes are in deep 
trouble. 
Sen. Bill Brock, R-Tenn., chairman 
of the Republican Campaign Com­ 
mittee in the Senate, said losing 4 or 5 
Senate seats would be normal in the off- 
year following a presidential landslide 
like Nixon’s but predicted “ we’ll do 
better than that.’’ 
But that was as close as any 
Republican leaders — including 
President Ford — would come to 
putting numbers on their expected fate 
Tuesday. When asked for his predic­ 
tion, Ford brushed aside the question 
with “ not on Sunday.” 
On another television panel show, 
GOP party chairman Mary Louise 
Smith also ducked 
the 
“ numbers 
game” but said she saw a “ tur­ 
naround” in the Watergate backlash 
that has been hampering Republican 
campaigns. 
However, Democratic chairman 
Robert Strauss, appearing with Mrs. 
Smith on “ Meet the Press,” predicted a 
gain of 4 to 6 Senate seats, 27 to 32 in the 
House and statehouse victories to place 
85 to 90 per cent of the population under 
Democratic governors. 
The AP survey shows at least four 
Republican senators in the greatest 
danger of defeat — in Colorado, Ken­ 
tucky, Oklahoma and North Dakota. 
A fifth, Robert Dole of Kansas, has 
overcome a deficit in the polls against 
Democrat William Roy and the race is 
now rated a toss-up. 
A sixth Senate race apparently has 
turned around but still is too close to 
call with Democrat Wayne Ownes 
ahead of the GOP’s Jake Gam in Utah 
by a narrow margin in three recent 
polls. They are seeking the seat of 
retiring Republican Sen. Wallace F. 
Bennett.

House burglary ring 
cracked by deputies

Department believes it has cracked one 
of the biggest house burglary rings it 
has ever been confronted with, which 
may have been engineered by one man 
named 
James 
C. 
Jones, 
50, 
of 
Columbus. 
Fayette County Sheriff Donald L. 
Thompson reported that through the 
investigative efforts of Sheriff’s Sgt. 
William Crooks in conjunction with the 
Pickaway Sheriff’s Department, Jones 
is now lodged in the Pickaway County 
jail on charges of aggravated burglary. 
A car registered under Jones’ name 
had been noticed in the Lakewood Hills 
area on Oct. 3, when a house belonging 
to Kenneth Blade was broken into and 
an antique clock, a color television and 
some jewelry was stolen. 
A second car also registered under 
Jones was seen parked nearby the 
location where another burglary oc­ 
curred in Pickaway County. 
A check on Jones was run and he was 
found to be wanted in Carroll County 
for probation violation for house 
burglaries there in the past. 
Jones was arrested in Columbus on 
the probation violation charge Friday 
and when questioned by Sgt. Crooks, 
admitted the burglary of Blade’s home. 
The antique clock owned by Blade 
was recovered in Jones’ home and a 
search warrant was obtained for a 
Whitehall residence owned by Stephen 
and Marie Eichhorn, ages 33 and 32 
respectively, who were believed to

LONG BEA C H , Calif. (A P) 
— 
Former President Richard M. Nixon is 
off the critical list after complications 
from phlebitis surgery, but medical 
officials say there is no word on when 
he may leave the hospital. 
Dr. John C. Lungren, Nixon’s per­ 
sonal physician, said Sunday that his 
patient is now receiving “ sub-intensive 
care,” which Lungren described as a 
step down from critical care. 
Nixon had been in critical condition 
for six days after experiencing shock 
following an operation to partially close 
a vein in his left groin area. The 
surgery was designed to keep blood 
clots from movin to his lungs or heart. 
“ It ’s 
his 
best 
morning 
since 
hospitalization began,” Lungren said in 
a statement issued at M em orial 
Hospital Medical Center on Sunday. 


It was also reported that the 61-year- 
old former chief executive began a soft 
food diet, including custard and 
vegetables, and would sit up in bed for 
the first time since re-entering the 
hospital for treatment of his phlebitis 
condition Oct. 23. 


Nixon had been fed intravenously 
during the critica l period, until 


Saturday when he was first allowed to 
take consomme and gelatin. 
Officials said Nixon was also being 
permitted to see his wife, Pat, and 
daughters, Tricia Nixon Cox and Julie 
Nixon Eisenhower, but only for five 
minutes each hour. The family has 
been staying near the hospital. 
A hospital source said Nixon was not 
reading books, watching television or 
carrying on much conversation. 
Doctors said the blood clot in Nixon’s 
left leg which prompted the surgery 
last Tuesday had not enlarged. They 
also said that postoperative internal 
bleeding had been stopped. 
During 
a 
briefing 
of 
newsmen, 
Connie Hamilton, director of critical 
care nursing at the hospital, described 
Nixon as “ physically quite ill.” 
She said two nurses had been in 
Nixon’s room at all times during the 
critical period, but now there would be 
only one nurse in the room. A backup 
nurse will remain on the same floor, 
she said. 
Lungren said Nixon was buoyed by 
his visit from President Ford Friday 
and was receiving positive pressure 
breathing treatments administered by 
a respiratory therapist. 
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New auto sales here better than implied, dealers say

With the skyrocketing of prices and 
cutbacks in production nationally, 
newspapers, radios and television have 
concentrated recently on one of the 
hardest hit industries this fall — 
automobiles. 
However, according to several local 
car dealers, business is much better 
than the national news media imply. 
WITH THE new 1975 model prices 
increasing anywhere from $300 to $800 
a car depending on the vehicle, and the 
addition of a catalytic converter which 


requires non leaded gasoline, various 
analysts have forecast even lower auto 
sales in 1975. 
But 
Bud 
M eriweather, 
of 
Meriweather Motor Co., claims his 
business has been almost “ a virtual 
parallel of last October’s sales,” with 
“ maybe a IO per cent reduction” from 
record July and August sales. 
While sales are generally running far 
behind last year’s, local dealers con­ 
tacted unanimously believe it is not due 
to the addition of the antipollution 
device but totally inflation. 
“ People are just not interested in 


looking at long-term debts because of 
manufacturing of automobiles and 
national and world-wide problems,” g additional costs of labor are inportant 
said Ron Farmer, of Ron Farm er’s 
Auto Supermarket, who stated that 1975 
prices have increased “ probably 12 per 
cent” over 1974 prices. 
According to the local dealers, the 
reasons for the price increase are as 
varied as the number of car models on 
(he market today. Some believe the 
government has caused the prices to 
rise through the requirements of ad­ 
ditional safety features, others feel 
general inflationary costs of all raw 
m aterials 
being 
used 
in 
the 


factors. 
Dave Ogan, of Carroll Halliday Inc., 
stated the situation as thus: “ The 
higher prices have been mandated by 
the government in Washington D.C. 
through 
the additions of safety 
features. The people we voted for have 
put it on us.” 
Farmer said the price hikes is “ total 
inflation” with the price of everything 
going 
up, 
including 
wages, 
steel, 
nylon upholstery, and other products 
involved in the automotive industry. 


However, all the local dealers con­ 
tacted, said the price increase is not 
that high when one considers the 
standard equipment included in the 
1975 models that were optional on 
automobiles last year. The addition of 
the anti pollution device, radial tires, 
high energy ignition system and power 
door locks on the luxury cars are a few 
of the now standard equipment. 
"The 1975 models are getting about 25 
per cent more mileage than the ’74s or 
any previous cars,” said Don Ward of 
Don’s Auto Sales. 
FARMER STATED the 1975 autos 


have 
“ smoother 
operation, 
less 
maintenance and overall, owner’s 
overhead is much less on the ’75s.” 
The local dealers said there has been 
no major concern or any real problems 
encountered 
with 
the 
antipollution 
devices included on most of the 1975 
vehicles. 
The main problem they appear to be 
facing is the delivering of the 1975s and 
obtaining the models of automobiles to 
fill the present demand.

the economy,” Frank Goldsmith of Oli­ 
ver Quayle & Co. said. 
Harry O’Neill of Opinion Research 
Corp. in Princeton, N.J., also used the 
word “overriding” to describe worry 
about inflation, adding, "The situation 
is sim ilar to the way Vietnam was the 
big issue several years ago.” 
Goldsmith, O’Neil and three other 
pollsters declined to discuss details of 
the information they have supplied to 
candidates, but they did describe what 
their studies show about voter con­ 
cerns. 
Dick Wirthlin of Decision Making 
Information in Los Angeles and Tully 
Plesser of Cambridge Opinion Studies 
in New York emphasized the advan­ 
tage of discussing inflation in specific 
terms. 
"The electorate needs something it 
can understand,” Wirthlin said. “For 
example, cut government spending, 
soak the oil companies, hold the line 
against defense spending. But this all 
must be played against the background 
of what the electorate wants to hear. 
There seems to be much sympathy to­ 
ward making sacrifices if the elec­ 
torate can be assured that these 
sacrifices will help curb inflation.” 
Plesser said voters will respond best 
to a candidate who identifies a cause of 
inflation "and holds it up as an enemy 
to be attacked — you need something to 
clarify the issue for voters, who can’t 
dope out the nuisances of the problem.” 
Goldsmith said a candidate would be 
a "fool if he says he’s going to lick the 
inflation problem.

NEW YORK (A P) - The Public 
Broadcasting Service’s new national 
program cooperative, begun this year, 
has gotten the green light for the 1975-76 
season. But a big hurdle remains. 
And PBS chief Hartford Gunn says 
that is to persuade the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting and the Ford 
Foundation to increase, not decrease, 
the financial support they gave the 
system for 1974-75. 
The cooperative, created amid 
dwindling foundation support for public 
TV, aims at stimulating great local 
financial help for public TV as well as 
giving stations more direct say in 
choosing national programs. 
Under the system, the stations are 
asked to pay a fairshare percentage of 
some national programming they once 
got free from PBS, helping to “ buy” 
shows offered in a PBS program 
catalogue. 
To get it startd this season, CPB, 
which adm inisters federal funds 
earmarked for public broadcasting, put 
up $4.5 million. The Ford Foundation 
put up $5 million and stations raised $4 
million, Gunn said. The $13.5 million 
total paid for 40 per cent of the cost of 
this season’s national public TV 
programs, he added.

Prosecution and defense rest today in 
the trial of eight former Ohio National 
Guardsmen indicted in the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings. 
The trial is in recess and resumes 
Tuesday. 
Testimony in the second week of the 
trial is expected to return to the 
government’s contention that guard­ 
smen were not threatened when they 
opened fire on students protesting U.S. 
military involvement in Cambodia. 
The May fourth shootings killed four 
students and wounded nine. 


The 
prosecution 
has 
provided 
evidence that students pelted guard­ 
smen with rocks before the gunfire 
broke out and even threw back some 
teargas canisters guardsmen had fired 
into the crowd. 
But defense cross-examination has 
brought out testimony that most 
students were more than 300 feet away 
when the troops started shooting. 
Three photographers on campus that 
day told the court last week they saw no 
rush of students that could have precip­ 
itated the firing. 
At the beginning of the week, the jury 


and seven of the eight defendants 
toured the campus, exploring the site of 
an Army Reserve Officers Training 
Corps building burned two days before 
the shootings, the hill from which 
guardsmen fired and the parking lot 
below where students fell.

Austerity meals to dramatize the 
needs of the poor are nothing new. A 
recent variant of such a dinner is

Freedom from Hunger Foundation, 
but the geusts were not seated until 
they felt very hungry. Thereupon 
one-third of those attending received 
juicy prime ribs, baked potatoes and 
all the trimmings; the other two- 
thirds got a bowl of rice, and tea. It 
was effectively symbolic of the 
growing division between the haves 
and the have-nots in term s of world 
food supply. 
This situation has been well 


publicized in recent months, 
and 
with good reason. The facts of the 
matter are insistent: world food 
demand is rising faster than world 
food production, and there is the 
further com plicating factor of 
disappointing harvests in a number 
of countries. 
Some notion of the rise in demand 
for food can be gained by con­ 
sidering that at present roughly 1.4 
million people are added to the 
world’s population every week. 
Specialists at the United Nations 
estimate that up to half a billion 
people go to bed hungry every night, 
but that is only the tip of the iceberg.

misleading, but they agree that a belt 
of hunger girdles the globe strapping a 
half billion people with continuous 
misery. 
These are the people United Nations 
specialists say are permanently 
hungry, and also often suffer from the 
ravages of vitamin deficiency: blind­ 
ness, infection, intestinal diseases. 
They are unable to lead a normal life 
or be productive members of society. 
And at least two out of every five are 
children. 
In many of the hardest hit nations 
there is a treadmill pattern to hunger 
which leaves millions with no escape, 
experts say. Most farmers in these 
nations still till their land by hand. And 
because they are hungry they don’t 
have enough energy for their work and 
produce less food. 
For example, in the United States 
where most farming is mechanized, the 
average food intake is 3,300 calories a 
day — 26 per cent above the recom­ 
mended minimum. In Bangladesh the 
average daily intake is 1,840 calories — 
20 per cent 
below the 
minimum 
recommended for that country. 
“It’s a vicious circle, condemning 
people eternally to hunger,” said an 
Indian specialist at the U. N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO).

He is ‘‘delighted with the response,” 
but has been unable to shake an un­ 
derdog label as a candidate who 
probably has the slimmest chance of 
victory of any Republican on the 
party’s statewide ticket. 
He is up against a well known, well- 
financed incumbent in a campaign that 
clearly lacks gut issues, and in an elec­ 
tion year that looks promising for 
Democrats. 
A Republican cam paign official 
conceded, “ The cam paign is not 
shaping up around issues. She is ap­ 
parently a very nice woman, but she is 
not as qualified as Harris. He is an 
adm inistrator.” 
That is the m ajor thrust of his 
campaign. 
That same “very nice woman” had 
spent more than $66,600 as of Oct. 16 in 
her race against a political unknown. 
She is spending $48,000 of it on a 
statewide radio blitz that began last 
week and will continue up to the Nov. 5 
election. 
The 60-second spots focus on her 
record after the statehouse loan 
scandal, which was centered in the 
treasurer’s office in 1970 under a 
Republican administration. Their tone, 
Mrs. 
Donahey’s media coordinator 
said, is simply: “This is what we’ve 
done folks; we’ve cleaned the mess up 
and earned you money at the same 
tim e.” 
Harris has no prospects for radio or 
television advertising; the money just 
isn’t there. Records in the secretary of 
state’s office listing contributions over 
$25 show he has raised about $6,000. His 
balance on Oct, 16 was given at $169.55. 
He hopes to place some newspaper 
ads shortly before the election to 
remind voters that he’s the guy who 
hiked through their town. 
The walking candidate decided to 
throw his hiking boots into the ring 
when he started hearing of complaints 
about delayed premium checks from 
the B ureau of W orkm en’s Com­ 
pensation. 


Harris worked for the bureau for 12 
years before joining a Toledo law firm

ministrative assistant. 


According to Harris, about $7 million, 
including w orkm en’s com pensation 
checks, had been left in mailbags 
unnoticed in Mrs. Donahey’s vault for 
more than two months, costing the 
state $100,000 in interest. 


The charge makes Mrs. Donahey 
bristle. It was considerably less than $7 
million, and closer to two weeks than 
two months, she has said. The money 
was in sliding filing trays that inad­ 
vertently were left undated, she said. 


Mrs. Donahey, widow of onetime Lt. 
Gov. .John W. Donahey, was the first 
woman elected to statewide executive 
office in Ohio, and she is proud of her 
record in office. 


She emphasizes the new computer 
techniques she has introduced and 
boasts of earning more than $200 
million for Ohio from interest and in­ 
vestments, compared to $159 million in 
the eight years prior to 1971. 


Harris does not dispute those figures, 
but mentions as factors increased state 
revenues from the income tax and 
lottery and soaring interest rates. 


The Harris campaign staff, which 
has only one full-time employe, issued 
a press release recently as the can­ 
didate neared the end of his “odyssey.”

Ohio campaign nears finale 


By The Associated Press 
C andidates for statew ide office, 
several keenly aware that their elec- 
tion contests are likely to be squeakers, 
campaigned down to the wire across 
Ohio today. 
Election officials, meanwhile, were 
predicting an unusually heavy turnout 
for a non-presidential year and urged 
voters to study the candidates and is­ 
sues before going to the polls Tuesday. 
In addition to the statewide races, 
voters will be faced with decisions on 
candidates for Congress and the 
G eneral Assem bly, statew ide con­ 
stitutional issues and a variety of local 
questions. 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
Jam es Rhodes issued a call Sunday for 
“ R epublicans, 
D em ocrats, 
in­ 
dependents and everybody who is 
entitled to vote to go to the polls and 
make their sentiments known. 
"Never was it more important for the 
future of the great State of Ohio that 
her voters turn out and vote their con­ 
victions in this governor’s race," the 
former chief executive told a gathering 
in Canton. 
Rhodes summarized his stands on 
what he said were the issues. 
"I will not raise taxes. I will see that 
the income tax goes to the schools. I 
will remove pressure from property 
taxes and I will resume an unremitting 
effort to get more and better jobs," he 
said. 
"The question simply is one of 
whether you want more taxing and 
spending, and m ore inflationary 
m ism anagem ent, or sound money 
management and a hold-the-line at­ 
titude in the Statehouse." 


Incumbent Democratic Gov. John 
Gilligan said in Sandusky the guber­ 
natorial campaign offers voters "a 
choice between the old way of doing 
business and a new era of honest poli­ 
tics." 
Gilligan said Rhodes represents the 
“politics of broken promises. It is the 
politics of profits over people and it is 
the politics of the slush bucket." 
The governor again criticized Rhodes 
for refusing to disclose his personal 
finances or "the full extent of his 
campaign contributions." He noted he 
has released his income tax records 
back to 1967 and his campaign com­ 
mittee has reported all money spent on 
his re-election effort.

in production of automobile and related 
industries around the country. The 
Associated 
Press stated 
American 
Motors just recently idled 850 workers 
at its Evart, Mich., plastics plant for 
four days and Uniroyal placed 1,000 
workers on a four-day work week at its 
Chicopee, Mass. plant. 
Ogan and Ward both said their main 
concerns were in the supplying of the 
new cars. 
“Our 1975s are moving very well 
except we can’t get them in," said 
Ogan. "We’ve delivered 25 models so 
far, which may be a little below the 1974 
sales, but there has been no major 
decrease in sales." 
Ward said his sales are being greatly 
reduced too because of short supplies of 
the models now in demand. "The big 
cars are not coming in. We can get the 
little, light cars but not the big ones 
people want to buy," he said. 
“ A pparently 
everyone 
guessed 
people would be buying the light, 
economy cars but they were wrong,” 
he added. 
Farm er said he believed the large 
trend toward buying the big model cars 
again was an outgrowth of the energy 
crisis of last winter. "The small car 
m arket has definitely taken a sharp 
downward trend in sales, he said. "This 
is due to a combination of things: one, 
safety, people feel the small cars are 
not as safe, and two, people were 
previously under the impression that 
gas may get as high as a dollar a 
gallon; they’ve realized this is not in 
the immediate future so this has helped 
them to decide to go for the larger 
cars," he added. 
Ron Knisley, of Knisley Pontiac, 
noted his large car sales were also on 
the increase, although his total sales 
were down "probably 40-50 per cent.” 
"What cars I’ve sold have been in­ 
termediate and larger cars," he said. 
"The small cars just don’t have enough 
room and people are used to more 
comfort."

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Secret Hunt memo 
comes to surface

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LESS POLITICS IN CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Prosecutors 
in the W atergate coverup trial said 
today they will recall W atergate 
burglar E. Howard Hunt to the witness 
stand because they have discovered 
that a memo he wrote five months after 
the W atergate break-in still exists. 
The revelation prompted one defense 
attorney to move for an immediate 
mistrial. Another declared, "I have 
now a coverup within a cover-up." 
Asst. Special Prosecutor Jam es F. 
Neal said existence of the memo, dated 
Nov. 14, 1972, was revealed to him oyer 
the weekend by William O. Bittman, 
who was once Hunt’s lawyer. 
Bittman was named an unindicted 
coconspirator in the W atergate cover­ 
up by the same grand jury that indicted 
the five defendants in the cover-up 
trial. 
Hunt had testified that he and his 
wife had written a memo detailing the 
background of the W atergate break-in, 
including the involvement of White 
House officials, at a time when only 
seven lower-level men had been in­ 
dicted and were to stand trial for the 
crime. 
Hunt quoted Bittman as saying he 
read the memo to defendant Kenneth 
W. Parkinson, an allegation denied by 
both Bittman and Parkinson. 
Neal said that, until this weekend, 
Bittman also had denied in grand jury 
testimony and meetings with the prose­ 
cutors knowing that Hunt’s memo ever 
existed. 


Parkinson’s lawyer, Jacob Stein, 
said he is now faced with challenging 
the credibility of Bittman and Hunt, 
both of whom have now admitted lying 
to the grand jury. 
Stein asked for a separate trial for his 
client, describing Bittman’s role as a 
"cover-up with a cover-up." 
John J Wilson, defense attorney for 
former White House chief of staff H. R. 
Haldeman, asked for a mistrial His re­ 
quest was rejected by U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica. 
Before the decision to recall Hunt, 
the prosecutors had indicated they 
were nearly finished with the testimony 
of major witnesses and would soon play 
recorded evidence they say is among 
the most damning to be put before the 
jury. 
W atergate prosecutors say they plan 
to play more than 20 presidential tapes, 
on which are heard only the voices of 
Richard M. Nixon and one or more of 
three of the defendants. 
However, some legal preliminaries 
must be cleared up. The first of the 
tapes may be heard by the end of the 
week.

Californians eye gender changes 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Californians 
will vote Tuesday on whether to revise 
the state Constitution to remove many 
of its references to gender. 
Critics say that as the document is 
now worded it discriminates against 
women. 
For instance, they ask why the 
governor should be referred to as “he” 
or “him”? 
Under Proposition ll, put on the 
ballot by overwhelming vote of the 
legislature, the governor would be 
called “the governor.” 
Assemblymen would be "members of 
the Assembly.” Congressmen would be 
“representatives in Congress.” Work­ 
men’s 
compensation 
would 
be 
“workers* compensation.” 


Chairmen 
no longer would be 
chairmen. But to the relief of many, 
they would not be called chairpersons. 
“Presiding 
officer” 
would .be 
the 
wording. 
In all, IOO changes are proposed in 
eight of the 34 sections to make the 
70,000-word constitution neuter. 
The measure has not been a burning 
issue in the campaign. 
Proponents of the amendment, in­ 
cluding Anita Miller of the Commission 
on the Status of Women, argue that “it 
recognizes that both men and women 
have an equal opportunity to par­ 
ticipate in the political process.” 
Opponents contend 
the 
proposed 
amendment is frivolous. 
The California State Chamber of 


Commerce says the proposal 
is 
psychological and has no legal effect. 
“ It does not confer any additional 
benefit on any woman that she does not 
already possess,” the chamber said. 


“Absurd,” said law student Timothy 
D. Weinland, who wrote the official 
argument against the proposition in the 
ballot 
pamphlet 
that goes 
to 
all 
registered voters. 
“We are already burdened by too 
many meaningless peanalties coming 
from the government,” he said. 


Even if Proposition ll is adopted, 
references to judges would remain as 
“he” or “his,” despite the fact that 
California has a number of female 
judges.

DETRO IT (AP) — “ It’s a real bone 
crusher, man," says one union official 
of the weekend slaying of Nelson Jack 
Edwards, the top-ranking black officer 
of the United Auto Workers. 
A native of Montgomery, Ala., 
Edwards came to Detroit in 1937 at the 
age of 20 and found work at the 
Chrysler Foundry. He later moved to 
Ford’s Lincoln plant. 
He was active, in the UAW from 
almost the beginning and began a 
steady rise in the union. In 1962, he 
became the first black elected to the 
UAW’s International Executive Board, 


and eight years later he became the 
first of his race to be elected a vice 
president of the big auto union. 


Edwards, 57, died early Saturday in a 
burst of gunfire at a Detroit bar. Police 
say the shots were fired by a patron 
who opened fire with a pistol when he 
was told the bar was closing. 


“ He was baptized in the bitterness 
and hate of the South," says Edwards’ 
adm inistrative aide and longtime 
friend, Horace Sheffield. “ He came 
north because he thought he could do 
something about it.

DAYTON, Ohio 
(A P)-The Mon­ 
tgomery County sheriff’s office was 
accused Sunday of violating the con­ 
stitutional 
rights of United 
Farm 
Workers union pickets by arresting 22 
of them outside a Dayton supermarket. 
“ We are going to demand an in­ 
vestigation of the sheriff’s department 
for the arrests and also that one of the 
deputies was drunk and pulled a gun," 
said 
Eliseo Medina, 
Ohio U FW 
director. 
“ We feel that one of our people could 
have been shot if we had not been 
passive and nonviolent," he said. 
Deputies arrested about half of a 
group that was picketing a Fazio’s 
market just northeast of the city limits 
Saturday night as part of the U FW ’s 
boycott of nonunion picked grapes and 
lettuce. 
Those arrested were charged with 
disorderly conduct, released on $25 
bond and scheduled for court ap­ 
pearances today. 
Medina said the pickets were com­ 
plying with deputies’ orders to disperse 
when officers started arresting people 
at random. He said a Roman Catholic 
nun who was participating in the 
demonstration demanded three times 
to be arrested, but deputies refused. 
Sgt. James Howard of the sheriff’s 


office said the pickets were “ clapping, 
chanting and raving" and refused to 
listen when officers ordered them to 
leave. 
Medina said he planned to meet with 
church and labor leaders to arrange to 
“ go out and picket the store again. 
“ We feel that we have a con­ 
stitutional right to express our views 
and ask the consumers not to buy 
grapes and lettuce and neither Fazio’s 
nor the sheriff’s department can de­ 
prive us that right," he added. 


“ He was a bridge between the union 
and the black community. As a black, 
his goal was ending discrimination. He 
saw the union as more than a machine 
— for Jack it was a vehicle for social 
change. 
“ I knew him when he was on the line 
and I knew him at the top. His hat size 
always stayed the same." 
Police said Edwards, a confidante of 
the late UAW president, W alter 
Reuther, had been in the bar for less 
than IO minutes. 
They said a man they identified as 
Saul Burnett, 39, Detroit, was dozing at 
the counter of the Broadway Sport­ 
sman’s Club bar when he was jostled 
awake and told it was time for final 
drinks. 
Witnesses old officers that Burnett 
cursed, jumped to his feet and tossed a 
bottle towards the rear of the room. 
Then he drew a pistol and began firing 
the first of five shots. 
Edwards, sitting at a table nearby, 
stood up, apparently to try to stop the 
commotion. Police said he was hit by 
two bullets, once in the wrist and once 
in the head. He died an hour later. 
Burnett, a truck driver, was charged 
Sunday with second-degree murder. He 
was to be arraigned today in Detroit 
Recorders Court.

Meanwhile, Oklahoma whipped Iowa 
State 28-10 — it was 28-0 until the final 
two minutes — and No. 3 Michigan 
struggled past Indiana 21-7. 
Southern California, rated sixth, had 
to come from behind to tieCalifornia 15- 
all but the rest of The Associated Press 
Top Ten all prevailed. 
Seventh-ranked Notre Dame rallied 
for a pair of fourth-period touchdowns 
and shaded Navy 14-6, No. 8 Texas 
A&M tripped Arkansas 20-10 and 10th- 
ranked Penn State edged No. 
15 
Maryland 24-17. 
Besides Florida and Texas, 16th- 
ranked Miami of Ohio was the only 
other member of the Second Ten to win. 
The Redskins clobbered Western Mich­ 
igan 31-0. 
But Rice* toppled No. 13 Texas Tech 
21-7, Texas-El Paso stunned No. 14 
Arizona 
State 31-27, W ashington 
bombed No. 18 UCLA 31-9 and Cin­ 
cinnati nipped No. 19 Temple 22-20. San 
Diego State and Wisconsin, tied for 
20th, both lost, the former to North 
Texas State 14-9 and the latter to 
Michigan State 28-21. 
Ohio State’s Griffin rushed for 144 
yards and two touchdowns, and Cor­ 


nelius Greene ran for 127 yards and one 
touchdown and passed for another 127 
and two scores.

Your husband is not alone in 
his enthusiasm. The vitamin E 
craze is now in its upswing. 
Adherents make 
bizarre 
claims for vitamin El—claims 
that are not substantiated by 
scientific studies on nutrition. 
These are some of the claims: 
Vitamin E is good for arthritis. 
Vitamin 
E 
will 
control 
psoriasis, eczema and other 
skin problems. Vitamin E will 
prevent male baldness. Vitamin 
E increases sexual virility. 
Vitamin E prevents wrinkling 
of the skin. 
There was a time, in fact, 
when vitamin E was thought to 
be effective in the treatment of 
anginal pains due to coronary 
artery 
heart 
disease. 
A 
definitive study later showed 
that “there does not appear to 
be any clear evidence that 
vitamin E is effective in the 
treatment of any form of heart 
disease.” These studies were 
reported at Duke University 
School of Medicine and the Mt. 


Sinai Hospital in New York 
City. 
Vitamin E is necessary as a 
part of a well-balanced diet It is 
found in large quantities in 
vegetable oils, whole grain 
foods and leafy vegetables. 
For people who are known to 
have a deficient diet sup­ 
plementary vitamins are im­ 
portant, including vitamin E. 
The Federal Drug Admi­ 
nistration states that “Vitamin 
E has not been proven scien­ 
tifically to have any of the 
miraculous 
effects 
being 
claimed for i t ” 
Fortunately, 
excessive 
quantities of vitamin E do not 
seem to be harmful. On this 
basis, I suppose that the only 
valid 
criticism 
of 
your 
husband’s vitamin E fling is in 
terms of wasted money.

The balloting for 35 governorships, 34 
Senate seats and all 435 House posts 
will be the .first since Richard M. Nixon 
resigned as president and was par­ 
doned by his chosen successor, Gerald 
R. Ford. 
The election also comes amid 
mounting inflation and unemployment 
and national debate over what to do 
about both. Ford has campaigned for 
GOP candidates saying he needs a 
Congress he can work with to cure the 
economy, while Democrats have called 
for the congressional strength to put 
through their own solutions.

The tempo of the 1974 general elec­ 
tion campaign has reached a fever 
pitch in Fayette County and will 
culminate Tuesday night when the 
votes are counted in the Fayette County 
Board of Elections office. 
The hotly-contested gubernatorial 
election and keen interest in a race for 
a

in 
the 
Ohio 
House 
of 
Representatives from the 77th District 
between Laurence A. (Bucky) Dum- 
ford, of Washington C.H., and Bob 
McEwen, of Hillsboro, plus several 
local tax issues are expected to bring 
out a heavy turnout of Fayette County 
voters to cast ballots at the polls, 
depending upon weather conditions. 
THE POLLING places in the 44 
county precincts were rather lifeless as 
a mere 3,273 voters turned out for the 
May primary election. A total of 5,768 
voters cast ballots in the last general 
election and this year’s turnout is 
expected to top that figure. 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown has 
predicted about 3,650,000 voters will go 
to the polls. That figure represents 
about 73 per cent of the 4,975,900 per­ 
sons estimated to be eligible to vote and 
would be a record turnout for a 
gubernatorial election in Ohio. 
Ohio voters will have an extra hour to 
get to the polls on election day. The 
legislature recently added the extra 
hour so the polls will be open from 6:30 
a.m. until 7:30 p.m. 
Ohio voters will choose Tuesday 
between Republican James A. Rhodes, 
65, who ran state government eight 
years from 1963 to 1971, and his suc­ 
cessor John J. 
Gilligan, 
53, 
the 
Democrat incumbent. 
Despite the advantages of in­ 
cumbency for Gilligan and the 
disadvantages of most Republicans in 
the first election following the full 
Watergate scandal disclosures, most 
election observers agree the governor’s 
race is a down-to-the-wire situation. 
Both candidates, of course, predict 
victories. 
Of major interest to most Fayette 
Countians will be the race between 
Dumford, a Democrat and former 
three-term county commissioner, and 
McEwen, a 24-year-old Republican 
from Hillsboro. 
Only voters in Washington C.H., and 
Concord, Green, Jasper, Jefferson and 
Union townships will cast ballots in the 
race between Dumford and McEwen. 
The 77th District also includes all of 
Madison County, six townships plus 
Wilmington in Clinton County, seven 
townships plus Greenfield, Leesburg 
and Hillsboro in Highland County and 
seven townships plus Jamestown in 
Greene County. 
COMMANDING additional interest 
will be five local tax issues. 
Washington C.H. City Council has 
offered voters a reduction of 4.3-mills in 
property taxes in exchange for ap­ 
proval of a 1.25 per cent income tax. 
The Miami Trace School District is 
seeking approval of a $2.25 million bond 
issue to construct a new junior high 
school and passage of a three-mill 
additional operating levy. An issue 
facing all voters in Fayette County will 
be an increase of .65-mill for operation 
of the mental retardation program. 
Voters in Perry Township will decide 
a liquor question and residents of 


Jefferson Township will be asked to 
renew a one-mill fire protection tax 
levy. 
All voters in the state will be asked to 
repeal a section of the state constitution 
and add two new articles.

20 of their own. This could mean 63 to 65

House — The Democratic gain could 
be as high as 50 seats and probably no 
less than 30 if present trends hold. They 
now hold a 248-187 edge and could 
approach the massive 295-140 majority 
they achieved in Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
1964 landslide. 
Governors — The Democrats hold the 
record for most governorships in the 
hands of one party — 39 in 1939. Already 
holding 32 of the 50 statehouses, they 
now appear likely to gain from 7 to as 
many as IO. 
The party out of the White House 
normally gains in offyear elections — 
an average 4 senators and 26 House 
members in the last five. 
“ Our mission is to keep it under the 
average losses,” Rep.

“ Frankly, I would like to keep it in 
the range of 20 to 25” House seats, 
Michel said, the number of GOP 
congressmen he concedes are in deep 
trouble. 
Sen. Bill Brock, R-Tenn., chairman 
of the Republican Campaign Com­ 
mittee in the Senate, said losing 4 or 5 
Senate seats would be normal in the off- 
year following a presidential landslide 
like Nixon’s but predicted “ we’ll do 
better than that.” 
But that was as close as any 
Republican leaders — including 
President Ford — would come to 
putting numbers on their expected fate 
Tuesday. When asked for his predic­ 
tion, Ford brushed aside the question 
with “ not on Sunday.” 
On another television panel show, 
GOP party chairman Mary Louise 
Smith also ducked the “numbers 
game” but said she saw a “ tur­ 
naround” in the Watergate backlash 
that has been hampering Republican 
campaigns. 
However, Democratic chairman

Nixon off critical list; 
buoyed up by Ford visit 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) — 
Former President Richard M. Nixon is 
off the critical list after complications 
from phlebitis surgery, but medical 
officials say there is no word on when 
he may leave the hospital. 
Dr. John C. Lungren, Nixon’s per­ 
sonal physician, said Sunday that his 
patient is now receiving “ sub-intensive 
care,” which Lungren described as a 
step down from critical care. 
Nixon had been in critical condition 
for six days after experiencing shock 
following an operation to partially close 
a vein in his left groin area. The 
surgery was designed to keep blood 
clots from movin to his lungs or heart. 
“ It ’s 
his 
best 
morning 
since 
hospitalization began,” Lungren said in 
a statement issued at Memorial 
Hospital Medical Center on Sunday. 
It was also reported that the 61-year- 
old former chief executive began a soft 
food diet, including custard and 
vegetables, and would sit up in bed for 
the first time since re-entering the 
hospital for treatment of his phlebitis 
condition Oct. 23. 


Nixon had been fed intravenously 
during the critical period, until 


Saturday when he was first allowed to 
take consomme and gelatin 
Officials said Nixon was also being 
permitted to see his wife, Pat, and 
daughters, Tricia Nixon Cox and Julie 
Nixon Eisenhower, but only for five 
minutes each hour. The family has 
been staying near the hospital. 
A hospital source said Nixon was not 
reading books, watching television or 
carrying on much conversation. 
Doctors said the blood clot in Nixon’s 
left leg which prompted the surgery 
last Tuesday had not enlarged. They 
also said that postoperative internal 
bleeding had been stopped. 
During a 
briefing of newsmen, 
Connie Hamilton, director of critical 
care nursing at the hospital, described 
Nixon as “ physically quite ill.” 
She said two nurses had been in 
Nixon’s room at all times during the 
critical period, but now there would be 
only one nurse in the room. A backup 
nurse will remain on the same floor, 
she said. 
Lungren said Nixon was buoyed by 
his visit from President Ford Friday 
and was receiving positive pressure 
breathing treatments administered by 
a respiratory therapist.

New auto sales here better than implied, dealers say

With the skyrocketing of prices and 
cutbacks in production nationally, 
newspapers, radios and television have 
concentrated recently on one of the 
hardest hit industries this fall — 
automobiles. 
However, according to several local 
car dealers, business is much better 
than the national news media imply. 
WITH THE new 1975 model prices 
increasing anywhere from $300 to $800 
a car depending on the vehicle, and the 
addition of a catalytic converter which 


requires non-leaded gasoline, various 
analysts have forecast even lower auto 
sales in 1975. 
But 
Bud 
Meriweather, 
of 
Meriweather Motor Co., claims his 
business has been almost “ a virtual 
parallel of last October’s sales,” with 
“ maybe a IO per cent reduction” from 
record July and August sales. 
While sales are generally running far 
behind last year’s, local dealers con­ 
tacted unanimously believe it is not due 
to the addition of the antipollution 
device but totally inflation. 
“ People are just not interested in 


looking at long-term debts because of 
national and world-wide problems,” £ 
said Ron Farmer, of Ron Farmer’s 
Auto Supermarket, who stated that 1975 
prices have increased “ probably 12 per 
cent” over 1974 prices. 
According to the local dealers, the 
reasons for the price increase are as 
varied as the number of car models on 
the market today. Some believe the 
government has caused the prices to 
rise through the requirements of ad­ 
ditional safety features, others feel 
general inflationary costs of all raw 
materials 
being 
used 
in 
the 


manufacturing of automobiles and 
additional costs of labor are inportant 
factors. 
Dave Ogan, of Carroll Halliday Inc., 
stated the situation as thus. “ The 
higher prices have been mandated by 
the government in Washington D.C. 
through the additions of safety 
features. The people we voted for have 
put it on us.” 
Farmer said the price hikes is “ total 
inflation” with the price of everything 
going up, 
including wages, steel, 
nylon upholstery, and other products 
involved in the automotive industry. 


However, all the local dealers con­ 
tacted, said the price increase is not 
that high when one considers the 
standard equipment included in the 
1975 models that were optional on 
automobiles last year. The addition of 
the anti-pollution device, radial tires, 
high energy ignition system and power 
door locks on the luxury cars are a few 
of the now standard equipment. 
“ The 1975 models are getting about 25 
per cent more mileage than the ’74s or 
any previous cars,” said Don Ward of 
Don’s Auto Sales. 
FARM ER STATED the 1975 autos

“ smoother operation,

maintenance and overall, owner’s 
overhead is much less on the ’75s.” 
The local dealers said there has been 
no major concern or any real problems 
encountered with the antipollution 
devices included on most of the 1975 
vehicles. 
The main problem they appear to be 
facing is the delivering of the 1975s and 
obtaining the models of automobiles to 
fill the present demand.

the economy,” Frank Goldsmith of Oli­ 
ver Quayle & Co. said.

“ The electorate needs something it 
can understand,” Wirthlin said. “ For 
example, cut government spending, 
soak the oil companies, hold the line 
against defense spending. But this all 
must be played against the background 
of what the electorate wants to hear. 
There seems to be much sympathy to­ 
ward making sacrifices if the elec­ 
torate can be assured that 
these 
sacrifices will help curb inflation.” 
Plesser said voters w ill respond best 
to a candidate who identifies a cause of 
inflation “ and holds it up as an enemy 
to be attacked — you need something to 
clarify the issue for voters, who can’t 
dope out the nuisances of the problem.”

Prosecution and defense rest today in 
the trial of eight former Ohio National 
Guardsmen indicted in the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings. 
The trial is in recess and resumes 
Tuesday. 
Testimony in the second week of the 
trial is expected to return to the 
government’s contention that guard­ 
smen were not threatened when they 
opened fire on students protesting U.S. 
military involvement in Cambodia. 
The May fourth shootings killed four 
students and wounded nine. 


The prosecution 
has 
provided 
evidence that students pelted guard­ 
smen with rocks before the gunfire 
broke out and even threw back some 
tear gas canisters guardsmen had fired 
into the crowd. 
But defense cross-examination has 
brought out testimony that most 
students were more than 300 feet away 
when the troops started shooting. 
Three photographers on campus that 
day told the court last week they saw no 
rush of students that could have precip­ 
itated the firing. 
At the beginning of the week, the jury 
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Tuesday 
and seven of the eight defendants 
toured the campus, exploring the site of 
an Army Reserve Officers Training 
Corps building burned two days before 
the shootings, the hill from which 
guardsmen fired and the parking lot 
below where students fell. 
The ex-guardsmen are charged with 
assaulting and intimidating 
the 
shooting victims and others by firing 
weapons in 
their direction and 
depriving them of their civil rights 
without due process of law.

NEW YORK (AP) - The Public 
Broadcasting Service’s new national 
program cooperative, begun this year, 
has gotten the green light for the 1975-76 
season. But a big hurdle remains. 
And PBS chief Hartford Gunn says 
that is to persuade the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting and the Ford 
Foundation to increase, not decrease, 
the financial support they gave the 
system for 1974-75. 
The cooperative, created amid 
dwindling foundation support for public 
TV, aims at stimulating great local 
financial help for public TV as well as 
giving stations more direct say in 
choosing national programs. 
Under the system, the stations are 
asked to pay a fairshare percentage of 
some national programming they once 
got free from PBS, helping to “ buy” 
shows offered in a PBS program 
catalogue. 
To get it startd this season, CPB, 
which administers federal funds 
earmarked for public broadcasting, put 
up $4.5 million. The Ford Foundation 
put up $5 million and stations raised $4 
million, Gunn said. The $13.5 million 
total paid for 40 per cent of the cost of 
this season’s national public TV 
programs, he added.

“ Our hope is that the stations would 
put up $7 million and CPB and the Ford 
Foundation $7 million each,” he said. 
“ Ifs a reasonable figure and the 
program choices the stations could 
make would be considerably greater 
than they were under this year’s fun­ 
ding.” 
He said that by this he meant that 
financially pressed stations this year 
tended to buy low-cost series lasting 
weeks rather than expensive programs 
— such as documentaries — of only one 
or several segments. 
What sort of financial commitment 
has CPB and the Ford Foundation 
made to the cooperative for next 
season? 
“ Well, the corporation has said it 
could put up $3.7 million,” Gunn said. 
He said the Ford Foundation, which 
is gradually phasing out its long-time 
support of public broadcasting, “ has 
not said what it’d put up, but it did in­ 
dicate earlier it’d match what CPB 
puts up.”

Austerity meals to dramatize the 
needs of the poor are nothing new. A 
recent variant of such a dinner is

emphasized the world food problem. 
A banquet was given under the

of the 
Americans 
for 
Freedom from Hunger Foundation, 
but the geusts were not seated until 
they felt very hungry. Thereupon 
one-third of those attending received 
juicy prime ribs, baked potatoes and 
all the trimmings; the other two- 
thirds got a bowl of rice, and tea. It 
was effectively symbolic of the 
growing division between the haves 
and the have-nots in terms of world 
food supply. 
This situation has been well 


publicized in recent months, 
and 
, with good reason. The facts of the 
matter are insistent: world food 
demand is rising faster than world 
food production, and there is the 
further complicating factor of 
disappointing harvests in a number 
of countries. 
Some notion of the rise in demand 
for food can be gained by con­ 
sidering that at present roughly 1.4 
million people are added to the 
world’s population every week. 
Specialists at the United Nations 
estimate that up to half a billion 
people go to bed hungry every night, 
but that is only the tip of the iceberg.

For 
this is a time of world food crisis, 
and Americans would do ill not to 
accept their full share of respon­ 
sibility for meeting it. 


The foreseeable 
emergency is 
great. A document prepared for the 
world food conference in Rome in 
early November says the present 
trend foreshadows a cereals shor­ 
tage of 85 to IOO million tons a year 
by 1985 in the poor countries. That 
means more hunger; 
it means 
starvation. We must do what we can 
to help.

of hunger girdles the globe strapping a 
half billion people with continuous 
misery. 
These are the people United Nations 
specialists say are permanently 
hungry, and also often suffer from the 
ravages of vitamin deficiency: blind­ 
ness, infection, intestinal diseases. 
They are unable to lead a normal life 
or be productive members of society. 
And at least two out of every five are 
children. 
In many of the hardest hit nations 
there is a treadmill pattern to hunger 
which leaves millions with no escape, 
experts say. Most farmers in these 
nations still till their land by hand. And 
because they are hungry they don’t 
have enough energy for their work and 
produce less food. 
For example, in the United States 
where most farming is mechanized, the 
average food intake is 3,300 calories a 
day — 26 per cent above the recom­ 
mended minimum. In Bangladesh the 
average daily intake is 1,840 calories —

recommended for that country.

Harris completed his 900th mile in 
Cleveland and is heading for Toledo on 
the final 100-mile leg of his walk. 
He is “delighted with the response,” 
but has been unable to shake an un­ 
derdog label as a candidate who 
probably has the slimmest chance of 
victory of any Republican on the 
party’s statewide ticket. 
He is up against a well known, well- 
financed incumbent in a campaign that 
clearly lacks gut issues, and in an elec­ 
tion year that looks promising for 
Democrats. 
A Republican campaign official 
conceded, “ The campaign is not 
shaping up around issues. She is ap­ 
parently a very nice woman, but she is 
not as qualified as Harris. He is an 
administrator.” 
That is the major thrust of his 
campaign. 
That same “very nice woman” had 
spent more than $66,600 as of Oct. 16 in 
her race against a political unknown. 
She is spending $48,000 of it on a 
statewide radio blitz that began last 
week and will continue up to the Nov. 5 
election. 
The 60-second spots focus on her 
record after the statehouse loan 
scandal, which was centered in the 
treasurer’s office in 1970 under a 
Republican administration. Their tone, 
Mrs. Donahey’s media coordinator 
said, is simply: “This is what we’ve 
done folks; we’ve cleaned the mess up 
and earned you money at the same 
time.” 
Harris has no prospects for radio or 
television advertising; the money just 
isn’t there. Records in the secretary of 
state’s office listing contributions over 
$25 show he has raised about $6,000. His 
balance on Oct, 16 was given at $169.55. 
He hopes to place some newspaper 
ads shortly before the election to 
remind voters that he’s the guy who 
hiked through their town. 
The walking candidate decided to 
throw his hiking boots into the ring 
when he started hearing of complaints 
about delayed premium checks from 
the Bureau of W orkmen’s Com­ 
pensation. 


Harris worked for the bureau for 12 
years before joining a Toledo law firm 
last year as a non-lawyer ad­ 
ministrative assistant. 


According to Harris, about $7 million, 
including workmen’s compensation 
checks, had been left in mailbags 
unnoticed in Mrs. Donahey’s vault for 
more than two months, costing the 
state $100,000 in interest. 


The charge makes Mrs. Donahey 
bristle. It was considerably less than $7 
million, and closer to two weeks than 
two months, she has said. The money 
was in sliding filing trays that inad­ 
vertently were left undated, she said. 


Mrs. Donahey, widow of onetime Lt. 
Gov. John W. Donahey, was the first 
woman elected to statewide executive 
office in Ohio, and she is proud of her 
record in office. 


She emphasizes the new computer 
techniques she has introduced and 
boasts of earning more than $200 
million for Ohio from interest and in­ 
vestments, compared to $159 million in 
the eight years prior to 1971. 


Harris does not dispute those figures, 
but mentions as factors increased state 
revenues from the income tax and 
lottery and soaring interest rates. 


The Harris campaign staff, which 
has only one full-time employe, issued 
a press release recently as the can­ 
didate neared the end of his “odyssey.”

Candidates for statewide office, 
several keenly aware that their elec­ 
tion contests are likely to be squeakers, 
campaigned down to the wire across 
Ohio today. 
Election officials, meanwhile, were 
predicting an unusually heavy turnout 
for a non-presidential year and urged 
voters to study the candidates and is­ 
sues before going to the polls Tuesday. 
In addition to the statewide races, 
voters will be faced with decisions on 
candidates for Congress and the 
General Assembly, statewide con­ 
stitutional issues and a variety of local 
questions. 
Republican gubernatorial candidate 
Jam es Rhodes issued a call Sunday for 
“ Republicans, 
Dem ocrats, 
in­ 
dependents and everybody who is 
entitled to vote to go to the polls and 
make their sentiments known. 
“ Never was it more important for the 
future of the great State of Ohio that 
her voters turn out and vote their con­ 
victions in this governor’s race,” the 
former chief executive told a gathering 
in Canton. 
Rhodes summarized his stands on 
what he said were the issues. 
“ I will not raise taxes. I will see that 
the income tax goes to the schools. I 
will remove pressure from property 
taxes and I will resume an unremitting 
effort to get more and better jobs,” he 
said. 
“The question simply is one of 
whether you want more taxing and 
spending, and more inflationary 
m ism anagem ent, or sound money 
management and a hold-the-line at­ 
titude in the Statehouse.” 


Incumbent Democratic Gov. John 
Gilligan said in Sandusky the guber­ 
natorial campaign offers voters “a 
choice between the old way of doing 
business and a new era of honest poli­ 
tics.” 
Gilligan said Rhodes represents the 
“politics of broken promises. It is the 
politics of profits over people and it is 
the politics of the slush bucket.” 
The governor again criticized Rhodes 
for refusing to disclose his personal 
finances or “ the full extent of his 
campaign contributions.”

them to decide to go for the larger 
cars,” he added. 
Ron Knisley, of Knisley Pontiac, 
noted his large car sales were also on 
the increase, although his total sales 
were down “probably 40-50 per cent.” 
“ What cars I’ve sold have been in­ 
termediate and larger cars,” he said. 
“The small cars just don’t have enough 
room and people are used to more 
comfort.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Prosecutors 
in the Watergate coverup trial said 
today they will recall W atergate 
burglar E. Howard Hunt to the witness 
stand because they have discovered 
that a memo he wrote five months after 
the Watergate break-in still exists. 
The revelation prompted one defense 
attorney to move for an immediate 
mistrial. Another declared, “ I have 
now a coverup within a cover-up.” 
Asst. Special Prosecutor Jam es F. 
Neal said existence of the memo, dated 
Nov. 14,1972, was revealed to him oyer 
the weekend by William O. Bittman, 
who was once Hunt’s lawyer. 
Bittman was named an unindicted 
co-conspirator in the Watergate cover­ 
up by the same grand jury that indicted 
the five defendants in the cover-up 
trial. 
Hunt had testified that he and his 
wife had written a memo detailing the 
background of the Watergate break-in, 
including the involvement of White 
House officials, at a time when only 
seven lower-level men had been in­ 
dicted and were to stand trial for the 
crime. 
Hunt quoted Bittman as saying he 
read the memo to defendant Kenneth 
W. Parkinson, an allegation denied by 
both Bittman and Parkinson.

Californians eye gender changes 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Californians 
will vote Tuesday on whether to revise 
the state Constitution to remove many 
of its references to gender. 
Critics say that as the document is 
now worded it discriminates against 
women. 
For instance, they ask why the 
governor should be referred to as “he” 
or “him”? 
Under Proposition ll, put on the 
ballot by overwhelming vote of the 
legislature, the governor would be 
called “the governor.” 
Assemblymen would be "members of 
the Assembly.” Congressmen would be 
“representatives in Congress.” Work­ 
m en’s 
compensation 
would 
be 
“workers’ compensation.” 


Chairmen no longer would be 
chairmen. But to the relief of many, 
they would not be called chairpersons. 
“Presiding officer” would .be 
the 
wording. 
In all, IOO changes are proposed in 
eight of the 34 sections to make the 
70,000-word constitution neuter. 
The measure has not been a burning 
issue in the campaign. 
Proponents of the amendment, in­ 
cluding Anita Miller of the Commission 
on the Status of Women, argue that “it 
recognizes that both men and women 
have an equal opportunity to par­ 
ticipate in the political process.” 
Opponents contend the proposed 
amendment is frivolous. 
The California State Chamber of 


Commerce says the proposal is 
psychological and has no legal effect. 
“It does not confer any additional 
benefit on any woman that she does not 
already possess,” the chamber said. 
“Absurd,” said law student Timothy 
D. Weinland, who wrote the official 
argument against the proposition in the 
ballot pamphlet that goes to all 
registered voters. 
“We are already burdened by too 
many meaningless peanalties coming 
from the government,” he said. 
Even if Proposition ll is adopted, 
references to judges would remain as 
“he” or “his,” despite the fact that 
California has a number of female 
judges.

D ET RO IT (A P ) — “ It’s a real bone 
crusher, m an,” says one union official 
of the weekend slaying of Nelson Jack 
Edwards, the top-ranking black officer 
of the United Auto Workers. 
A native of M ontgom ery, A la., 
Edwards came to Detroit in 1937 at the 
age of 20 and found work at the 
Chrysler Foundry. He later moved to 
Ford’s Lincoln plant. 
He was active, in the UAW from 
almost the beginning and began a 
steady rise in the union. In 1962, he 
became the first black elected to the 
UAW ’s International Executive Board, 


and eight years later he became the 
first of his race to be elected a vice 
president of the big auto union. 


Edwards, 57, died early Saturday in a 
burst of gunfire at a Detroit bar. Police 
say the shots were fired by a patron 
who opened fire with a pistol when he 
was told the bar was closing. 


“ He was baptized in the bitterness 
and hate of the South,” says Edwards’ 
adm inistrative aide and longtim e 
friend, Horace Sheffield. “ He came 
north because he thought he could do 
something about it.

director. 
“ We feel that one of our people could 
have been shot if we had not been 
passive and nonviolent,” he said. 
Deputies arrested about half of a 
group that was picketing a Fazio’s 
market just northeast of the city lim its 
Saturday night as part of the U F W ’s 
boycott of nonunion picked grapes and 
lettuce. 
Those arrested were charged with 
disorderly conduct, released on $25 
bond and scheduled for court ap­ 
pearances today. 
Medina said the pickets were com­ 
plying with deputies’ orders to disperse 
when officers started arresting people 
at random. He said a Roman Catholic 
nun who was participating in the 
demonstration demanded three times 
to be arrested, but deputies refused. 
Sgt. Jam es Howard of the sheriff’s 


office said the pickets were “ clapping, 
chanting and raving” and refused to 
listen when officers ordered them to 
leave. 
Medina said he planned to meet with 
church and labor leaders to arrange to 
“ go out and picket the store again. 
“ We feel 
that we have a con­ 
stitutional right to express our views 
and ask the consumers not to buy 
grapes and lettuce and neither Fazio’s 
nor the sheriff’s department can de­ 
prive us that right,” he added. 


“ He was a bridge between the union 
and the black community. As a black, 
his goal was ending discrimination. He 
saw the union as more than a machine 
— for Jack it was a vehicle for social 
change. 
“ I knew him when he was on the line 
and I knew him at the top. His hat size 
always stayed the same.” 
Police said Edwards, a confidante of 
the late U A W president, W alter 
Reuther, had been in the bar for less 
than 10 minutes. 
They said a man they identified as 
Saul Burnett, 39, Detroit, was dozing at 
the counter of the Broadway Sport­ 
sman’s Club bar when he was jostled 
awake and told it was time for final 
drinks. 
Witnesses old officers that Burnett 
cursed, jumped to his feet and tossed a 
bottle towards the rear of the room. 
Then he drew a pistol and began firing 
the first of five shots 
Edwards, sitting at a table nearby, 
stood up, apparently to try to stop the 
commotion. Police said he was hit by 
two bullets, once in the wrist and once 
in the head. He died an hour later. 
Burnett, a truck driver, was charged 
Sunday with second-degree murder. He 
was to be arraigned today in Detroit 
Recorders Court.

Anderson's passing

BALTIMORE (AP) — “ Let me tell 
you about the blitz,” said Coach Paul 
Brown of Cincinnati. “ Teams that live 
by the blitz sometimes hit big with it, 
and sometimes get hit big by it.”

Seventh-ranked Notre Dame rallied 
for a pair of fourth-period touchdowns 
and shaded Navy 14-6, No. 8 Texas 
A&M tripped Arkansas 20-10 and 10th- 
ranked Penn State edged No. 15 
Maryland 24-17. 
Besides Florida and Texas, 16th- 
ranked Miami of Ohio was the only 
other member of the Second Ten to win. 
The Redskins clobbered Western Mich­ 
igan 31-0. # 
But Rice' toppled No. 13 Texas Tech 
21-7, Texas-El Paso stunned No. 14 
Arizona State 31-27, Washington 
bombed No. 18 UCLA 31-9 and Cin­ 
cinnati nipped No. 19 Temple 22-20. San 
Diego State and Wisconsin, tied for 
20th, both lost, the former to North 
Texas State 14-9 and the latter to 
Michigan State 28-21. 
Ohio State’s Griffin rushed for 144 
yards and two touchdowns, and Cor­ 


nelius Greene ran for 127 yards and one 
touchdown and passed for another 127 
and two scores. 
Oklahoma maintained its half-game 
lead in the Big Eight over Nebraska 
and Missouri — a 52-15 winner over 
Kansas State — as Elvis Peacock and 
Grant Burget ran for touchdowns and 
Steve Davis passed to Joe Washington 
and Tinker Owens for two more. The 
Sooners, though, were held to 198 
rushing yards, by far their lowest of the 
year. 
Michigan’s Gordon Bell came off the 
bench and rushed for 159 yards and two 
second-perid touchdowns as the 
Wolverines remained tied with Ohio 
State atop the Big Ten. 
Five Alabama players — Robert 
Fraley, Calvin Culliver, Richard Todd, 
Randy Billingsley and Ray Sewell — 
scored on short runs against Mis­ 
sissippi State as the Crimson Tide 
opened a one-game bulge over Florida 
and Georgia in the Southeastern 
Conference race. 
Florida chewed up Auburn’s vaunted 
defense for 324 yards on the ground, 
with Jimmy DuBose smashing inside 
for 143 and Tony Green running wide 
for 78. 
Southern Cal trailed California 12-0 
before starting its comeback. The 
Trojans caught up in the third period 
when Pat Ha den sneaked across from a 


yard out and then flipped a two-point 
conversion pass to Jim Obradovich. 
Notre Dame trailed Navy 6-0 until the 
final period, when Tom Clements 
tossed a five-yard pass to Pete Dem- 
merle and Randy Harrison raced 40 
yards with an intercepion. 
Texas A&M’s entire backfield was on 
the sidelines with injuries at one point 
so sub fullback Jerry Honore took over 
and scored twice against Arkansas, 
once on a 60-yard gallop. 
Nebraska’s Dave Humm threw two 
scoring passes against Colorado while 
freshman Monte Anthony rushed for 
157 yards and John O’Leary tallied 
twice. 
Jeff Hite, benched earlier in the 
season, raced 79 yards with an in­ 
tercepted pass against Maryland and 
scored again on a 21-yard dash after he 
stole a lateral on a kickoff return. 
Texas’ 
Marty 
Akins 
led 
the 
Longhorns past SMU by firing his first 
touchdown pass of the season and 


scoring once himself. The perennial 
champs remained one game behind 
Texas A&M in the Southwest Confer­ 
ence scramble. 
Tommy Kramer scored one touch­ 
down and passed for another as Rice 
upset Texas Tech for its first triumph. 
Texas-El Paso, which failed to win a 
game last year, notched victory No. 3 of 
1974 by shocking heavily favored Ari­ 
zona State as Bobby McKinley threw a 
first-period touchdown pass and scored 
twice himself in the final quarter. The 
defeat dropped the defending champion 
Sun Devils into a secondplace tie with 
idle Arizona in the Western Athletic 
Conference, one-half game behind 3-01 
Brigham Young. 


Sherman Smith scored twice, helping 
Miami of Ohio clinch at least a tie for 
its second straight Mid American 
Conference title. Robin Earl, a 250- 
pound tight end until a couple of weeks 
ago, rumbled for 152 yards and one 
touchdown as Washington continued its 
jinx over UCLA in Seattle, where the 
Bruins haven’t won since 1958. 
Dan Shepherd’s 25-yard field with IO 
seconds left — his third of the game — 
lifted Cincinnati past previously un­ 
beaten Temple. North Texas State 
scored twice in the first period on Ken 
Washington’s 25-yard pass to Vance 
Jackson and David Deaton’s 26-yard 
interception and held on to beat San 
Diego State.

skin problems. Vitamin E will 
prevent male baldness. Vitamin 
E increases sexual virility. 
Vitamin E prevents wrinkling 
of the skin. 
There was a time, in fact, 
when vitamin E was thought to 
be effective in the treatment of 
anginal pains due to coronary 
artery 
heart 
disease. 
A 
definitive study later showed 
that “there does not appear to 
be any clear evidence that 
vitamin E is effective in the 
treatment of any form of heart 
disease.” These studies were 
reported at Duke University 
School of Medicine and the Mt. 


Sinai Hospital in New York 
City. 
Vitamin E is necessary as a 
part of a well-balanced diet It is 
found in large quantities in 
vegetable oils, whole grain 
foods and leafy vegetables. 
For people who are known to 
have a deficient diet, sup­ 
plementary vitamins are im­ 
portant, including vitamin E. 
The Federal Drug Admi­ 
nistration states that “Vitamin 
E has not been proven scien­ 
tifically to have any of the 
miraculous 
effects 
being 
claimed for i t ”

quantities of vitamin E do not 
seem to be harmful. On this

BOSTON (AP) — Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy says some of the articles 
published in The Boston Globe last 
week about his 1969 Chappaquiddick 
Island auto accident contained charges 
which are “ugly, untrue and grossly 
unfLir.” 
The Globe published a series of five 
articles, which included a tape­ 
recorded 
interview 
with 
the 
Massachusetts Democrat, concerning 
the accident that took the life of Mary 
Jo Kopechne. 
In a letter published Sunday in the 
Globe, Kennedy also criticized the 
allegation that he had intended to take 
Miss Kopechne for a walk on the beach, 
not to her motel as he had contended. 
“It is regrettable in the atmosphere 
of doubt and suspicion which enshrouds 
us as a people that the truth cannot 
compete with the unnamed sources, the 
groundless 
suggestions 
and 
the 
speculation which is nurtured by ar­ 
ticles of sensationalism,” he wrote. 
Globe editor Thomas Winship said 
the newspaper did not rely on just a 
single source in a twomonth in­ 
vestigation of the Chappaquiddick 
incident. He said the team of writers 
which put the story together “carefully 
considered 
the 
integrity 
and 
knowledgeability of its sources before 
publishing any information provided by 
them.”
